It is not surprising that the school children who 
were examined in a survey by two professors of 
Columbia University should have revealed a tendency 
to glorify everything connected with war Martini 
things—roll of drums, blare of trumpets, men. in 
uniform, and all the fanfare and trumpery of war— 
have e well-nigh irresistible appeal to young mmdi. 
and to many old ones. 

School children in the very nature of things can 
have little appreciation of the horrors and cruelty of 
war; they see only its glories. Their text book heroes 
ere great soldiers, end they learn that the destinies 
of their country have revolved about war. 

Nor is there nay wonder that children have little 
grasp of the machinery of peace. Even adults aught 
be found woefully lacking in knowledge of the Kel¬ 
logg pact, the World Court, the League of N a boss, 
and the intricacies surrounding these agencies. , 

But while the professors' survey reveals little that 
it surprising, it calls attention to the need for bringing 
fotriWyhome to^hrture ertixena the foot that war ia a 
national catastrophe end that as such it it to be 
avoided, tad that good has not come from any war.

Progress toward universal peace his 
been disappoin t ingly alow tad has had many set¬ 
backs. Peace machinery is imperfect and not very 
effective It takes time to change the outlook of man. 

These facts, however, only make it more desirable 
to put forth every effort to avoid e new war, which 
would be infinitely more grrrible than the last, and 
which many world leaders believe would brmg the 
destruction of civiliutioo. 

It is not necessary to breed a nation of milksop 
pacifists. An understanding of what war really is, 
how wan ere nude, and whet is being done to 
minimize the chances for war. can be combined with 
• healthy patriotism.

More than that, she would be f#ht- 
ing for what dm would regard as an ideal with an 
mtel lip nt ap pr e c ia ti on of the circumstances which re¬ 
volved her in war. Beyond ell this, she would have 
more resources in men. material and credit than Japan, 
and while she probably would lose the initial battles 
dm would be able to maintain a conflict much longer 
then Japan, and she would not stop until every inch 
of toil taken from her had been recaptured. 

Japan it unquestionably operating on a far-reach¬ 
ing plan of territorial aggrandizement, regardless of 
her mternalional engagements, which she justifies on 
the ground of national interest Having acquired, 
first Korea, and next. Manchuria, the feels that the 
can not permanently retain her recent cooquests with¬ 
out securing herself strategically against Russian in¬ 
terference. She ia taking advantage of the preoccupa¬ 
tion of the rest of the world in its economic problems 
to further her programme, m the expectation that the 
can succeed iq making herself mistress of the East.

/ How the 6th Field Company, 
Canadian Eng i ne ers , without fight¬ 
ing or protective equipment, braved 
the range efr the enemy guns by 
going out Into no man's land and 
doing advanced preparation work 
at Ypres In 1616 . aa the armed 
fighting troops could get through, 
and then to find their courage re¬ 
warded by a smootherlng attack af 
poison gas, ratchlng them without 
gas masks, eras recalled before the 
Pensions Tribunal In the Court of 
Appeal chamber here to-day when 
flergeaut James E. Wlntworth of 
Salt Spring Island, who was 
through the Inferno, took tha 
atand. 

At the time of the gas attack on tha 
unprotected engineers, not only did 
they have no equipment, but they 
knew nothing of how to mimimlae the 
effect of tha fumes. They were scat¬ 
tered. moat Of them blinded, some fall¬ 
ing Into holes end trenches, others hit 
by shells and bullets. Sergeant Wlnt¬ 
worth, by running in the right direc¬ 
tion. escaped the worst of the gas. It 
waa not until daya later that he re¬ 
gained hie eight, but a lot of his com¬ 
rades remained stricken down on the 
bloody field and never did get out. 
STRENGTH ALL GONE 

Wlntworth. who is now over 
years of age, Is of a tall, pow- 
Hld and despite hla years Is 
one of the beet physical specimens 
to oome before the present sittings of 
the tribunal. But the gassing he got 
oh that day cut deep into hie system 
and ruined some of hie internal or¬ 
gana. When he returned to Salt Spring 
Island he found his aid strength gone. 

“Before I left and went to war 1 
coukl grab a log and haul It around. 
But when X came back I oould not do 
that or evem plough.” he testified. “I 
could not eat to amount to anything 
and when X did set It did not do me 
any good. My strength wae weakening 
every day. I had a stiff neck, a pain 
In the back of my head running down 
back of my shoulders, trouble In my 
back, ooold not get up or down, waa 
«**tar«S» » Wi’wotiAd .nd likd pkln. 
all tha Urns."
